Some interesting background informa- 


tion has come to light on the man who 
thought up the ad published 
in 
many 


newspapers against the Civil Rights Bill 
which called it a "100 billion dollar black- 
jack." He is John J. Synon. a public rela- 
tions man who is director of the Coordi- 
nating Committee for Fundamental Amer- 
ican Freedoms. Inc. 


• The idea behind the "blackjack" was 


that the federal government under the 
bill could use its total budget to crack 
down on discrimination in federally-financ- 
ed programs, by withholding funds where 
discrimination was practiced. 


Synon has a taste for rightwing poli- 


tics. He helped Goodwin Knight be elect- 
ed in California and served as his secre- 
tary until he turned on Knight and accus- 
ed him of betraying the 
conservative 


cause. He championed "right-to-work" leg- 
islation in a losing bid for Congress. 


More recently Synon was employed by 


the Portuguese government in a campaign 
in the United States to discredit Negro 
leaders in its African colonies. He's now 
paid S50Q a week to handle the campaign 
against the Civil Rights Bill, the bulk of 
the funds coming from 
the 
Mississippi 


State Sovereignty Commission. 


Synon views Sen. Dirksen, the minority 


floor leader, as the key figure in the out- 
come of the Senate consideration of the 
bill. He sees Dirksen as facing two oppos- 
ing pressures, from Negroes in his con- 


stituency, and from whites whose jobs are 
threatened. 


Synon puts it this way^ "This bill isn't 


going to create any new jobs. Who's going 
to lose his job if you're going to force the 
employment of Negroes? The answer is 
simple. He's going to take the job where 
he is more competitive. Dirksen has hun- 
dreds of thousands of Hungarians, Polish, 
Italians and Irish who are going to be the 
first fall guys in operation black boot- 
strap." 


Then he adds: '"The question is—which 


is his softer side? Just where is his soft un- 
derbelly? Sen. Dirksen will do the right 
thing according to his lights. The question 
is, what are his lights? But I have a great 
deal of confidence in the minority leader." 


Sen. Dirksen has been spearheading 


the drive in the Senate to amend and mod- 
erate the equal employment section of the 
bill.

1 do not come out and brand 
myself clearly as a "Washing- 
ton columnist," or a "round- 
the-town" columnist, or a "hu- 
man interest" writer, whatev- 
er that may mean. The fact 
that I refuse to fit into any 
of those neat little 
boxes 


seems to them almost a will- 
ful perversity on my part. 


Through this trivial,
